fection at a cost of 20 cents a day. It 
was Impossible for Immigrants to ob- 
tain board and lodging for that sum 
anywhere else In Havana.

DELEGATE-ELECT ROBERT W. WILCOX'S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


AS WRITTEN BY HIM FOR THE CONGRESSIONAL RECORD 


H 


ON. ROBERT W. WILCOX, Delegate In Congress, authorizes the Ad- 


vertiser to print the following account of his life, prepared by his own 
hand, which is to appear in the forthcoming Congressional Directory: 


Robert W. W.Jcox was. born Februar ". 1SS5, at Kuhulu, Honuaula, Island of 


Maul. His father Is Captain William S. Wilcox, a 
native of Newport, Rhode 


Island, and his mother was Kalua Makoleokalani, a direct descendant of Lono- 
makalhonua, brother of King- Kaulahea o Maul. His father was a sea-captain; he 
Is now nn old man 85 years old. 


He fl-st vent to ffc-hool at Walluku at the age of S years. When he waa 10 yoars 


old his mother died, then his father movot to ranching at Makawao. 'mere was no 
Knglish school at Makawao till In ISra. the Bi ard of Education established 
the 


"Haleakala Boarding School" under Robert W. Andrews and Mrs. S. A. Thurston, 
mother of Hon. L. A. Thurston. Yourrr Wllcox and 
h'>i three brothers 
wore 


among the fir^t pupils of this school. He graduated in this school In 1875, under 
i i of lr. L. Clarke. 


He became a school teacher under th Board of Education at Ulupa'akua, Ho- 


nuaula, till ISM. In 18SO he was elected 'e the Legislature from the District of 
Walluku. Maul, as Representative. In th< same year he was selected by King Ka- 
lakaua as onp among three sent to Italy to study In the Military Academies. 
Through the King's influence to King Humbert of Italy he was admitted In 'he 
Royal Military Academy at Turin, In 1S81. While he Was there he studied under 
private teachers to prepare himself 
to enter in the regular course of the Acad- 


emy. 
H's professor of mathematics at the time was Captain Lulgl Giletta, a staff 


officer, who Is now a Major General In tr>< Italian a'mv. In 1882 he passed the ex- 
amination and entered In the first regtils- course of the Academy. In 1885 he was 
among the graduators of the Academy, a d he was promoted from simple cadet to 
sub-lieutenant of artillery. In the sarre ^ E T he entered In the Royal Application 
School for Engineer and Artillery officers. While he was studying- at the "ast 
course of this school as an artlllerv office ] In 1887. he was reca'led by the Hawaiian 
Government. He was just married to a young lady of the noble house of Colonna 
do Stipllano. The young lady's name If Slgnorina Glna Sobrero, daughter of the 
late Baron Lorenzo Sohrero, Colonel of rr'lllery in the Italian army. Her mother 
is Princess Vlttorla Co'onna di Stlgllano of Naples. 


Tn September 1887. Wllcox and his bride left Italy for Hawaii. 
They both 


stayed In Honolulu till I8S8. when they rroved to San Francisco, and Mrs. Wilcox 
gave birth to a daughter whom they named 
Vlttorla Colonna 
Wllcox. While 


they were there Mr. Wllcor worked as oir of the surveyors of the engineers of 
the Spring Valley Water Works Co., wh'l' Mrs. Wllcox gave lessons of French 
and Italian to young ladles, making the couple In better circumstances than 
In 
Wllcox's native country. 


tint WIIcox Is strong headed to return to Honolulu and overthrow what the 


people or Hawaii called "the bayonetted ,'onst tutlon and the reform government." 
So In 1SS9, Mrs. Wllcox find their only beloved daughter, returned to Italy In the 
midst of winter, while Mr. Wilcox returned to Honolulu as a determined revolu- 
tionist. 


In the morning of Jnlv 81. 18R9. Mr. WDcox led a body of native revolutionists 


and succeeded In occupying the ground o the lolanl Palace (now the Executive 


Bu Idlng) but the King's soldiers failed t 
join him in the movement as It was 


understood before he made the move. King Kalakaua changed "his mind during 
the night through some one's advice, so he gave a strick order to his body guard 


i not to join with Wllcox, but to hold th Palace and the Barrack. As Mr. Wllcox 


did not like to take the Palace against the King's 
order that morning as he 


thought then he would only become a usurper of the King's power. 
Mr. Wilcox 


was leading this revolution as Hawaiian Garibaldi, and if he only decided to lead 
as a Hawaiian Napoleon Bonaparte, he would carried everything before him. By 
the evening he became a prisoner and ch rged to high treason by the government. 
hut his countrymen as Jurymen discharge him as their Idol Wd Hero. 


In ISM, he was elected to the Legislature from the district of Palama as lead- 


er of the "National Reform Party." Hi party became the majority in the House, 
the Thurston Cabinet was voted out, and King Kalnkaua once more in power to 
appoint another Cabinet of his own selec Ion. But his selection was so poor the 
natives were discontented, and in 1S92, Mr. Wllcox was elected again to the legisla- 
ture as leader of the "Liberal Party." T e King died in 1891, so Princess Lydla 
Kamakaeha became Queen Llliuokalani. 


This legislature was stubborned agauat any Cabinet of the Queen's will, unlesa 


they were consulted about the selection LJ Its members. 
So in January 1893, the 


Queen prorogued the Legislature, and attempted to proclaim a new Constitution 
to satisfy the long demand of her people, but Her Cabinet betrayed her in every 
way and thus the dethronement of Queer Llllunkalanl, partly by the treachery of 
her own Cabinet and partly by the undei Interference of the United States Hlich 
Officials and the demonstration of the marines of the U. S. "Boston." 


At first Mr. Wllcox did not know what to do, as he knew then, United States 


had a hand In the overthrowing of Queen Liliuokalani, BO he took the Idea, what 
use of lighting to big Power who wishes to absobe Hawaii. 
But as soon Hon. 


Blount came and lowered the American flag, Mr. Wilcox saw that United States 
meant to do what is '-ight and justice, so he became a strong adherent to the 
Queen and the will of his countrymen til today. 


In 1895, he led the Dlmond Head revoj itlon against the Oligarchy of Dole. Al- 


though he had no hand in organizing ihr movement, as a patriot and who believes 
in Garibaldi, he jumped into It and led th3 flght for his country and his people 
and the Queen. After two weeks of revol itlon and trying to get out of the coun- 
try, he was betrayed by a low half ored Hawaiian, and he was court-marshalled 
and sentence to death: but the U. 8. Sen te and Representatives Intervened, and 
President Dole commuted the sentence tc 35 years imprisonment to hard labor 
and ten thousand dollars. 
And In Jam ary 1836, he was given a conditional par- 


don and became a freeman once more. And 189S, President Dole gave him a full 
pardon, approved by the Council of State. 


While he was In the prison In 1895, Pope Leone XITI, granted to his wife an 


annulatlon of the marriage, also the Clvl; Court of Italy. The Italian Consul and 
the Catholic Bishop at Honolulu, connrried this news respectively. So Mr. Wll- 
cox In 1S96, marriage again to Princess Theresa Owana Kaohelelanl, a direct des- 
cendant of Keona, father of Kamehameha I. 
With this matrimony, Mr. Wllcox 
has a son and a daughter living. 


In 1900, Mr. Wllcox Is elected as the first Delegate from the- Territory of *Tn- 


waii to Congress also the Idol of the nat ve people of Hawaii.

Kahikinui ranch consists of 
about 


5,500 acres of fee simple land and about 
25,000 acres of leased lands, on which a 
five year lease is to run. There

estimated to be 4.000 head of cattle on 
the ranch. Waterhouse & Co. will also 
take over the butcher shops of Knos & 
Co. in Wailuku. 


It is the purpose of the new com- 


pany to find a market for all their beof 
cattle on Maui. As the ranch contains 
fine pasturage and turns out the b«st 
beef on the Island, this will be good 
news to the 
beef-eating citizens cf 


Maui, who have heretofore had to re 
content with very poor beef, the best 
going to the Honolulu market.

The plate for hu'ding the big celebra- 


tion in this city has not been chosen 
as yet. Bishop Woolley, in charge of 
the Mormon colony here, will makf all 
necessary arrangements for holding the 
semi-centennial. 


The forerunners of the President are 


tv o elderly, stalwart men of Utah, wlm 
arrived on the Mariposa. They are El- 
ders N. C. Murdoch and Kdmund El- 
dredge, accompanied by Mrs. Murdoch 
nnd Mrs. Eldredge, who 
state

nave come down from the land of snow 
to see how the cocoanutt, grow and to 
find a rest after fifty-three years of 
labor upon their farms In Utah. 


Both gentlemen represent the best 


type of the 
pioneer Mormons who 


blazed the way for civilization In the 
\\ilds of the Rocky Mountains. Both 
have grown old, hale and hearty in the 
balmy air of Utah and are among the 
first who embraced the Mormon reli- 
gion way back in the 30's, and are to- 
day among the very few survivors who 
rt member Joseph Smith, the prophet, 
whose end at 
Carthage, 111., at 
the 


hands of a mob. on June 27, 1844, is a 
matter 
of history. They were 
uoys 


then, about 11 years of age. They had 
come with their parents from the state 
of New York to Nauvoo. where 
the 


leader had established his church. 


"I remember the prophet," said Mr. 


Murdoch yesterday to an Advertiser 
rt porter, and 
Mr. Eldredge 
affirmed 


the statement. "I knew- him at Nau- 
voo and was there when he was taken 
under guard to Carthage Jail under the 
orders of Governor Ford. He was un- 
der the protection of the state of Il- 
linois and Governor Ford. I heard the 
Governor say that the prophet would 
have a fair trial and an Impartial trial. 
The Governor addressed us in the Bow- 
ery at Nauvoo We saw his body 
brought back to Nauvoo from 
Car- 


thage jail after he had been murdered 
by the mob. It was laid out in state 
for two days so that all the people 
could see it. Tea, I remember those 
days and those scenes are indelibly Im- 
pressed on my memory. 


"We were boys together, 
Mr. El- 


dredge and I; we came to Kirkland, 
Mo., 
together, 
thence 
to 
Nauvoo, 


thence to the Missouri river, and then 
\\e crossed the plains with Brigham 
Young In the first expedition. We, as 
boys, made that long trip together; to- 
gether saw the first glimpse 
of 
the 


beautiful Salt Lake valley and Great 
Salt Lake in the distance as we came 
from the Rocky 
mountains 
through 


Emigration Canyon, and we 
camped 


out together In what is now known as 
Old Fort Square. We passed two win- 
ters there, and made a fort to defend 
ourselves from the Indians who at- 
tacked us now and then. That old 
square Is now to be the terminus of 
the new Salt Lake 
and Los Angeles 


Railroad, which is to be 
built 
very 


shortly. 
"It was in 1847 that we entered Salt 
Lake valley with that great leader, 
Brigham Young 
There were 586 wag- 


ons In the first expedition. We helped 
build the first houses in Salt Lake val- 
ley. 
Afterwards, however, we went out 


into the farming districts, where we 
have since resided, Eldredge at Coal- 
vllle, and myself in Wasatch county, at 
Charleston. 
"This is the first time we have ever 


left our homes for an extended trip. 
That flrst one, fifty-three or more years 
ago, was a long one, and ever to be 
remembered. We never before saw the 
ocean, and it haw opened up a vast 
Idea to us of the magnitude of the 
world. 
We have known of the mis- 
sionary work which has been carried 
on so well In the Hawaiian Islands, 
and we will remain here through the 


I winter until next April.

Face to face with the sav- 
agery of the Boxers and the duplicity 
of the princes 
these men wer- tilled 


with a hatred of the Chinese and a de- 
sire for 
vengeance which

carried out, would involve all China in

of 
civ.l war. 


They cannot jiylge 
impartially; they 


can hnrdly judge humanely, and unless 
curbed they are pretty sure tn do more 
mischief than the Boxers ever - tr.ed 
to do. 


The United States Government in 


stndirg- Mr. Rockhill to China has done 
something to restrain Minister Conger. 
Great Britain has replaced Sir Claude 
Macdonald with Sir Ernest Satow. But 
all the other Ministers who were in the 
siege, save Baron Von Ketteler. who 
was killed, nre sitting in Judgment up- 
on the Chinese people. Most vindic- 
tive of all the diplomats Is the new 
German envoy who, under the inspira- 
tion of the "no quarter" speech of the- 
Kalser is pressing China to the wall. 
Von Waldersee, too, is doing what h'e 
can to provoke hostilities that Tie, as a 
soldier, may have the honor of carry- 
ing the arms of Europe to the farthest 
confines of the Empire. 


The theory that peace and order can 


be had by condemning the princes and 
generals to death is stoutly opposed by 
Secretary Hay, who points out that 
such a decree would drive these leaders 
to desperation and compel them, for 
the sake of their own lives, to begin 
war on an imperial scale.

to the support of the Mission." It im- 
mediately made an annual grant of 
£300 for the support of three clergy- 
'men. "one main object being to secure 
an adequate provision for the spiritual 
wants of British residents and sailors." 


The Bishop was supported by King 


Kamehameha IV., who continued his 
aid until his death In 1363. His succes- 
sor continued to subscribe £400 per an- 
num, and Queen Emma, the Dowager, 
gave £100 per annum. 


In 18*0 Bishop Staley resigned, and In 


1871 King Karnehameha VI. appealed to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury to "con- 
secrate a Bishop for his islands. Bish- 
op Willis accordingly was consecrated 
In 1872, but a few months after his ar- 
rival the king died, and his grant ceas- 
ed and has never been renewed. 
The special organization formed

1861 had lost Us novelty and was unable 
to support the -work which it had under- 
taken.
